Guns Finally Win: World Mourns Papa 


KETCHUM. Idaho (UPI) - E r­ 
nest Hemingway, 11, one of the 
great prose craftsmen of the 20th 
Century and a towering influence 
in modern English literature, was 
mourned today by millions of ad­ 
mirers the world over. 
White-bearded 
Papa ’ Heming­ 
way was found dead in his home 
Sunday of a shotgun wound in the 
head. The death kept ironic faith 
with his life and works. His art 
reflected eloquently the violence 
of war and other human conflict 
that characterized the time in 
which he lived and wrote. 
Authorities 
investigating 
t h e 
death of the Nobel Prize winner 
aaid they would attempt to ques­ 
tion his widow before deciding 
whether to conduct an inquest to 
determine if the death was other 
than accidental. Mrs. Hemingway, 
h*s fourth wife, said he killed 
himself accidentally while clean­ 
ing the gun. 
Hemingway was an ardent fish­ 
erman. hunter, and bullfight en­ 
thusiast. He was an expert on 
firearms. He was given his first 
shotgun at the age of 10. His life 
had been marked by danger and 
violent encounter. 
In World War I. he was wixind- 
ed by mortar shells in Italy. In 
the Spanish Civil War. he narrow­ 
ly escaped death when t h r e e 
shells hit his hotel room In World 
War II. he was hurt in a taxi 
accident in a blackout. 
In a plane crash in Africa, he 
broke out of the burning wreck­ 
age by ramming against * stuck 
door with tha top of his head On 
another big game hunt he nearly 
died of blood poisoning 
The profie style he invented was 
«imple, lean, full of terse dia­ 


logue and employed repetition to 
build up emotional effect. It was 
said to have influenced other writ­ 
ers more than any other in his 
time. 
News of the death of Heming­ 
way 
crackled 
throughout 
t h e 
world and created a reaction of 
shock mixed with disbelief. Pre.si 
dent Kennedy, spending the week 
end at Hyannis Port, called Hem­ 
ingway "one of the great citizens 
of the world.” 
The body of the 91-year - old 
bearded giant of American litera­ 
ture was found by his wife, Mary, 
with the double-barreled. 12-gauge 
gun beside it. 
Hemingway only a few days 


fondly called her, appeared calm 
and reported Hemingway had ac­ 
cidentally shot h i m s e l f in the 
head. 
But four hours later, at 11 a m., 
she went into a state of shock 
and was taken to nearby Sun Val­ 
ley Hospital and put under seda­ 
tion. 
Will Attempt Questioning 
Authorities said they would at­ 
tempt to question Mrs. Heming­ 
way today before deciding wheth­ 
er an inquest would be held. 
An inquest is not required in 
Idaho unless there is suspicion of 
foul play.

No gun-cleaning equipment — 
aueh as rods, oil snd pads—were 
seen in the room where Heming­ 
way. who had survived m a n y 
wounds in the wars he covered 
as a correspondent and l i v e d 
through a plane crash in an Afri­ 
can jungle, fell mortally wounded. 
Long-time friends of Heming­ 
way. who wrote about adventures 
abroad but died at home, were 
puzzled by the tragic end of the 
life of a man whose books were 
filled with episodes of violence. 
They said that when he re­ 
turned to Idaho Saturday from 
Mayo Clinic at Rochester. Minn . 
where he had undergone t r e a t ­ 
ment for hypertension, he looked 
thin and seemed “terribly de­ 
pressed" by the recent death of 
his close f r i e n d , actor Gary 
Cooper 
These friends said they could 
not understand why a gun expert 
would be killed while cleaning 
•uch a simple weapon as a shot­ 
gun. One of the friends, who ssked 
got to be identified, said the in­ 
juries which Hemingway received 
in the African crash in January. 
1854. were more severe than had 
been made known. 
He said Hemingway, known as 
a two-fisted drinker at bars he 
frequented in the many countries 
He visited, had been ordered by 
his doctors not to drink liquor and 
tf> restrict his intake of wine.

By PEYTON CANARY 
Hospital needs in Palm Springs 
were pointed up today as appar­ 
ent rejection of pleas for a branch 
county hospital in Indio brought 
suggestions for the formation of 
a hospital district there, similar 
to the Desert Hospital 
But communities need addition­ 
al hospital beds and ancillary fa­ 
cilities to care for the tourist - 
swollen winter populations. 
In Palm Springs Desert Hospi­ 
tal seeks a 46 bed addition to it s 
present 64 bed capacity through a 
cooperative Hill • Burton federel 
aid grant and local fund raising 
For Indio. Supervisor George V. 
Berkev wrote Alex A. Alexander, 
president of the Cotcheiia Valley 
Coordinating Council, that "if pri­ 
vate interests do not promptly fill 
the needs, it is important to take 
steps leading to a Coachella Val­ 
ley Hospital District which will 
serva all tha people.” The county 
would contract with a district hos­ 
pital for care of county patients. 
Berkev said. 
Berkev sent Alexander a report 
from county hospital administrator 
Fred K. Hollbrook. explaining that 
financing wuld not be provided un­ 
der the rules of the State Hos­ 
pital Plan 
The estimated Indio need of 90 
beds is 79 per cent met by the 47 
beds in Casita Hospital, and 24 
county hospital beds prorated to 
the area 
‘I don't believe that the answer 
lies now. if ever, in a "full 
fledged" branch County hospital 
since such facilities are available 
only to a relatively small part of 
our population." Berkey wrote Al­ 
exander

Serve it with iced 
sparkling soft drinks to delight and 
impress your Fourth of July guests 
It's nude with packaged cake mix, 
and you use your favorite car­ 
bonated beverage as the 
liquid. 
Flag Cake 
I package white cake mix. 
Carbonated beverages (any fla­ 
vor), I package strawherr>-fla­ 
vored gelatine. 1 package c.Her- 
r>-flavored gelatine. 3 cups hot 
water, I S-oz. package cream 
cheese, heavy cream, blue food 
coloring. 
To Bake Cake. Follow directions 
on the package exactly, but use 
carbonated beverage as the liquid 
in place of water 
Bake in large 
rectangular pan for minimum time 
given. Cool in pan. then invert 
on cookie sheet. 
To Prepare Topping 
Dissolve 
the packages of red gelatine in 
the hot water. Cool Wash pan in 
which cake was baked, rise with 
cold water, and pour dissolved gel- 
at'ne into bottom. Chill until jelled 
but not completely set. Slide cake 
from cookie sheet back into pan 
on top of gelatine. Put aside until 
cake and gelatine are firmly set 
together. 
To unmold, lossen edges of gel 
atine by running spatula around 
aides at bottom of pan. Invert pan

Russ Treaty Lines Known 


Tha peace treaty which Russia announced it will sifcn 


with East Germany by the end of the tear would doubtless 


follow the basic lines of the draft treaty with Germ#j>y, p ro ­ 


posed by the Soviet government Jan. 10, 1959. 


The plan w-as submitted to the Big Three powers and all 


countries which fought Germany in World War II. 


Moscow then proposed a peace conference between tho 


29 allied powers and Germany, represented either by a con­ 


federation of East and West Germany, or by two separate Ger­ 


many’s. 
If the Alijes did not agree, the Sosiet Union said it would 
sign a peace treaty with East Germany with the participation 
of all other countries so willing—presumably the entire Com­ 
munist bloc. 
The major political territorial clauses of the draft treaty 
provided among other things, that: 
—Germany would abandon the use of force for settling 
international problems. 
—Germany would not enter Into any military alliance di­ 
rected against the allied powers. 
—Germany's frontiers would be those of Jan. 1, 1959-the 
Odemiesse Line for Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
. 
—Germany would recognize those territories annexed by 
Poland and the Soviet Union East Prussia; 
—Germany would recognize Austria’s neutrality and re­ 
nounce any possible plans for annexing that country, 
-G erm any would seek no revenge against her conquerors, 
nor allow any -paramilitary” organizations. 
The military provisions include stipulations that: 
—Germany could not possess or experiment with nuclear 
weapons, 
—All foreign troops would be withdrawn within one year 
after the conclusion of the treaty, and foreign bases liquidated. 
The question of West Berlin remains negotiable and the 
Soviet Union is considered unlikely to take a unilateral action, 
even by the end of this year, if the Western powers submit 
counter-proposals or express their readiness to negotiate.

This Year Could Be Different in Virginia

RICHMOND. Va. — You have 


got to assum e that a Democratic 


prim ary election in Virginia will 


probably decide who’s going to get 


the alm ost automatic election in 
November as Governor and Lieu­ 
tenant Governor — but this year 
could be different. 
The chance of a surprise ending 
is adm ittedly remote, but it is fas­ 
cinating and has a national angle. 
On July 9th the Democrats will 
have two tickets in the field — 
the followers of Senator 
Harry 
Byrd are putting up Albertis H arri­ 
son and Mills Godwin, while the 
opposition sends out 
A. 
E. 
S. 
Stephens and Armistead Boothe. 
A few days later the Republicans 
meet in convention to choose their 
slate. A snowball 
this 
summer 
would have as much chance as 
the Republicans in the November 
election. But the intriguing po*. 
sibility of a long - shot upset 
lies in the rugged, colorful char­ 
acter of a man named T. Cole­ 
man Andrew's. 
Andrews Was Chosen 
In 1956 Andrews, s Richmond 
native and life - long Byrd Demo­ 


crat, ran as an independent can­ 


didate for President, but it would 


be a 'm istake to w rite him off as 
a crackpot on this o r any other 


evidence. A self - educated man, 


he taught himself accountancy and 
became one of the top business con­ 
sultants and actuaries in the coun­ 
try. When H arry Byrd, as Virgin­ 
ia Governor, was setting up the 
State’s financial structure, w hich, 
is adm ittedly the soundest and 
most crook - proof in the nation. 
Coleman Anrews was named Aud­ 
itor of Public Accounts (1931-33). 
When General Eisenhower was elec 
ted President in 1952. a firm was 
engaged to find the bet man to 
become Director of Internal Reven­ 
ue. and Andrews w as chosen 
He found the Federal finance 
system little better than a jungle 
and tried hard to bring about re­ 
forms in the income tax, but learn­ 
ed that Washington 
bureaucracy 
was so petrified that only a dyna­ 
mite blast could loosen the struc­ 
ture and make way for im prove­ 
ments. He resigned his post with 
a few hundred well - chosen words 
of warning and despair As a pro­ 
test, and in hope of doing a little 


good, he let his name go on the 
ballot as a presidential candidate 
who stood for the razing and re­ 
construction of our fax system. 
Andrews, a thorough - going con­ 
servative and red - white - and - 
blue patriot, comes close te wor­ 
shipping Senator Byrd as a po­ 
litical leader. Andrews has 
al­ 
ready endorsed the Byrd ticket 
and contributed to the campaign. 
But the possibility is larger this 
year than usual that one of the 
two top Byrd candidatea could be 
beaten. The odds are pretty favor­ 
able that Harrison will beat Ste­ 
phens and keep the governorship 
in the Byrd House. But a lot of 
ticket - splitting is predicted, and 
the wise money is saying that 
Armistead Boothe, a liberal and 
Interloper from the Byrd viewpoint, 
might win and become Lieutenant 
Governor. 
May Be In Demand 
If one or both of the Byrd can- 
dates falter. 
Coleman 
Andrews 
will be in demand as an Inde­ 
pendent Democratic candíate for 
November. He can be entered by 
a simple position which m a y be 
filed up to 30 days before the elec­ 
tion date. 


Once on the ballot. Andrews be­ 
comes a newsworthy figura. Last 


year, although he publicly declinad 
to run. something like 20 000 Riclw 


monders voted for him on a write- 
in against Congressman J. Vaugh­ 
an Gary. In 1956 without any sort 
of campaign, he got around 40,­ 
000 Virginia votes for President. 
He would need several times that 
many to win a State • wide office, 
but the Republicans might prefer 
him to their candidate, who haa 
no chance, and the Byrd Demo­ 
crats might accept him as the 
life - saver of their Organization. 
Nationally, Andrews would join 
Senators Barry Golwater and John 
Tower as fighting RiRht - Winger». 
Andrews, although bom in 1899, 
enlisted in the Marine C o r p s in 
World War IT. served oversea» 
and won a Bronze Star. He is an 
avowed charter member of tha 
John Birch Society, a speechifier 
and pamphleteer 
w h o oppose* 
everything which he believes m ay 
weaken America 
and give t h a 
slightest comfort to her enemiee. 
He could be the most exciting 
thing that will come out of tha 
Virginia election».

one out of every 84 people in the

The Fielding book is so full of 
hints, tips and gossip about th e ' 
off beat as well as the main drag 
attractions that a potential travel­ 
er — by memorizing it — could 
confound and silence all competí 
ticn upon his return.
